As we prepare to leave high school we realize that we still face a very uncertain 
future. We know that our education is far from complete; that we must strive to 
acquire a profession or a specific skill if we wish to gain economic security and an 
average standard of living. Two farmers were discussing their sons’ futures. One did 
not agree with higher education or specialization, the other did. “What I want my son 
to be able to do,” said the one, “is milk a cow”. “That is a good idea”, said the other. 
“I want my son to be able to milk a cow too, but I would also like him to be able to 
do some things that a calf can’t do better.” 

It is a competitive and turbulent society that we are about to enter. We are al) 
aware of the increasing problems facing each man and woman today, and the need 
of knowledge and wise judgment in solving them. Bacon a noted philosopher said, 
“Knowledge is power .— but mere knowledge is not power it is only possibility — 
action is power, and its highest manifestations is when it is directed by knowledge.” 
No one can deny the world has an abundance of power. Imagine the power to plant 
the Russian flag on the moon — think of the thrust required to place a man in orbit. 
The terrifying thought is that this power can be used to destroy mankind. Our respon¬ 
sibility to mankind is to use our knowledge wisely, to act positively, and to help 
promote peace and goodwill in the world. Sir Hugh Walpole once said, “It isn’t life 
that counts but the courage you put into it.” We must have courage — courage to see 
and think clearly; courage to establish a goal and work towards it with determination; 
courage, to quote Rudyard Kipling, “To meet with triumph and disaster and treat those 
two imposters just the same.” 

Above everything else, we must have faith; faith in God and His ultimate plans 
for the welfare of mankind; faith in ourselves; faith in our fellowmen — especially 
our leaders. Faith that they with foresight and wisdom may guide us through these 
days of tension and fear to a world of tranquility and security. As Quintas Aurelium 
Symmachus a great philosopher of Ancient Greece said, “Why should all not live in 
peace and harmony? We look at the same stars, we are fellow-passengers on the same 
planet and dwell beneath the same sky. What matter it along which road each indivi¬ 
dual endeavours to find the ultimate truth? The riddle of existence is too great that 
there should be only one road leading to an answer”. Do these words not also apply 
to our world of today? It is by tolerance of race, colour, creed and ideologies different 
from our own that men may lose their fear and live in peaceful co-existence. Let us go 
forward with fortitude, faith and tolerance. 

We face the future with optimism, with courage, with determination. Our ambitions 
will undoubtedly take us far afield, but wherever we may be we shall profit by the 
principles and precepts acquired during our association with Morden Collegiate. 

We are about to leave, but our places will shortly be filled by others, just as eager, 
just as anxious, just as determined to succed. It is our sincere wish that all the enjoy¬ 
able and valuable experiences which have been ours will, in due course, be theirs.

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HISTORY 


Many things go into the making of a school like ours Over the years the co-opera¬ 
tion, enterprise, and industry of various citizens has resulted, step by step, in the 
development of the large, modem, High School which we attend today. 

Co-operation was the key-word in the building of the first school in Morden district. 
The Maple Leaf School District was formed in February 1881 and that spring when 
seeding was over all of the farmers of the area helped in hauling logs to the site 
Then was held one of the building bees which typified the united spirit of the prairie 
pioneers and in a day a sturdy log building had been erected. It was situated on what 
was called the John Ewen quarter just south of the golf course. 

Classes started in June with seventeen pupils attending. The first school inspec¬ 
tor was Rev. H. Borthwick, pioneer and prominent Presbyterian missionary in southern 
Manitoba. 

In about ten years the union of Morden and Nelsonville created changes in the 
town and consequently in the school. With the increased population a larger, graded 
school became necessary.The two storey school building from Nelsonville was moved 
to Morden and placed on Sixth Street. Even this larger building could only accomo¬ 
date the growing school population for a short time and soon new plans had to be made. 

In 1894 a foresighted school board took over the present site between tenth and 
twelfth streets. An attractive and substantial building was built here. A notable 
development was the organization, in 1910, of the Collegiate Dept, which offered a 
course including mathematics, science, and language. 

It was not until 1928 that more space was needed and then a six-room, brick 
building was built on the same grounds as the stone school. 

By 1953 classroom space was again inadequate and the present Morden Collegiate 
was built. It contained ten classrooms as well as an auditorium and facilities for 
laboratory and commercial classes. 

In a very short time this building was more than filled to capacity and in 1958 a 
nine-room wing was added. Last summer three more rooms were fitted up in the base¬ 
ment of this wing. 

You may think that this is the end but we’re still busy making history. The ques¬ 
tion is, where to from here?
